The frien ds of waterway s made a good 
fight in the Un ited States Sen ate for the 
Hen n epin Can al Amen dmen t to the Riv er 
an d Harbor Bill an d su cceeded y esterday 
aftern oon . The amen dmen t was agreed 
to by a v ote of thirty -on e to twen ty -two. 
Sen ators Cu llom an d Logan shou ld hav e 
credit for the good fight. On Satu rday 
the Sen ate hammered away pretty n early 
all day on the Hen n epin can al project. 
The twe Con n ecticu t sen ators seemed 
particu larly an tagon istic to the Hen n epin , 
bu t New En glan d was n ot all on on e side 
an d Sen ator Chace, of Rhode Islan d, made 
a short bu t forcible speech for the can al 
as did Sen ator Miller an d Sen ator Mitchell. 
Sen ator In galh is a represen tativ e of the 
class of statesmen who “eompeu n d for 
sin s they are in clin ed to by damn in g those 
they hav e n o min d to,” an d that bein g 
u n derstood his talk again st the can al will 
n ot hav e mu ch effect. 
He described the 
proposed Hen n epin can al as the mostdif 
ficu lt feat in en gin eerin g ev er attempted 
in spite of all the en gin eers* reports to 
the con trary . 
He reached his climax 
when he shook a profile of the can al be­ 
fore the faces of the sen ators an d de­ 
scribed the can al as an aqu eou s stairway , 
so high an d close were the locks. 
It did 
n ot take Gen eral Logan a min u te to ex ­ 
pose this absu rdity by showin g by the 
legen d on the profile that it was con stru c­ 
ted on a scale of 1 in ch to 9 miles on the 
horizon tal an d on e in ch to 150 feet on 
the perpen dicu lar. 
Of cou rse, this u se of 
two scales, which is n ecessary in all pro­ 
files to make the elev ation show at all, 
made the can al look, as Mr. In giills said, 
like ft hou se-roof. Gen 
Logan replied 
briefly an d effectiv ely to the absu rdities 
an d miscon stru ction s of the speech made 
by Sen ator In gail9 , Mr. Miller spoke in 
su pport of the Hen n epin can al appropri 
ation . 
He gav e it as his opin ion that the 
best ju dgmen t of the commercial bodies 
an d commercial men of New York fav ored 
it. 
He den ied that caDals were n ot act­ 
iv e factors in tran sportation , an d asserted 
that the Erie can al regu lated railroad 
tolls all ov er the cou n try , an d he believ ed 
the time wou ld come when the State of 
New York wou ld ask the gen eral gov ern ­ 
men t to make proper appropriation for 
its main ten an ce an d for its en largmen t 
an d improv emen t. 
Mr. Miller declared 
that the con stru ction of the Hen n epin ca­ 
n al wou ld sav e y ear by y ear to the grain 
produ cers of the west more than its en tire 
cost, an d that it wou ld be a v ery impor­ 
tan t step in main tain in g the ability of the 
Un ited State9 to compete with In dia an d 
Ru ssia in the wheat markets of the world. 
Sen ator Little said he wou ld n ot v ote for 
the Riy er an d Harbor Bill bu t wou ld v ote 
for the Hen n epin can al appropriation 
amen dmen t as on e of the most meritor­ 
iou s thin gs in it. Mr. Palmer proclaimed 
his belief in the Riv er an d Harbor bills, 
an d said he deemed them the most defen ­ 
sible of the measu res that came before 
con gress. If it had n ot been for riv er 
an d harbor bills in the past he believ ed 
that corn to-day wou ld be u sed as fu el in 
Kan sas an d Nebraska, an d that cattle 
wou ld be killed for their hides an d horn s. 
They co« ld n ot be tran sported to the sea­ 
board. 
Men cou ld n ot comprehen d the 
immen se sav in g in water tran sportation . 
It cou ld be figu red ou t mathematically 
that the sav in g was $100,000,000 y early . 
The solv in g of the problem of the tran s­ 
portation of grain an d con l to the sea­ 
board was to come by riv alry between 
railroad an d water commu n ication , an d it 
was absolu tely essen tial that the gov ern ­ 
men t shou ld tAke hold of the water rou tes 
an d improv e them so as to giv e the peo­ 
ple a chan ce for fair competition . 
Mr. 
Chacc-declared himself heartily in fav or 
of the Hen n epin can al project. Sen ator 
Logan replied to the remarks of Mr. In ­ 
galls, tou chin g the con n ection of the 
•state of Illin ois with the project. 
He de­ 
fen ded his state in that matter, an d ridi­ 
cu led the en gin eerin g preten ses of Mr. 
In galls, who made n o distin ction between 
J 
the horizon tal an d perpen dicu lar profiles, 
on e of which was on the scale ot an in ch 
to n in e miles, an d the other on the scale 
of an in ch to on e hu n dred an d fifty feet. 
He had n o fight with railroads or with 
the frien ds of railroads, bu t he asked them 
to keep their han ds off proposition s that 
were for the ben efit of the American peo 
pie. En gin eers had reported the project 
n ot on ly feasible, bu t that its cost wou ld 
n ot ex ceed $7 ,000,000. The remarks of 
the sen ator fro m Kan sas wou ld go to show 
that the eo gineer were crazy . 
Of cou rse 
the engineers wo uld n ot say the same of 
the sen ator; bu t they wo uld certain ly say 


that he was mistaken . If the project were 
carried ou t it wou ld fu rn ish the cheapest 
rou te from the west an d Mississippi riv er 
to the Atlan tic. It wou ld be a ben efit to 
all people of the n orthwest—produ cers 
an d con su mers. 
It wou ld be a rou te 
comin g in 
competition with railroad 
rou te« , an d it wou ld fix decen t rates for 
tran sportation . To that ex ten t it wou ld 
ben efit ev ery body . 
Mr Mitchell, of Ore­ 
gon , spoke in fav or of the amen dmen t. 
Mr. Allison argu ed in fav or of the 
amen dmen t. 
Ho believ ed it to be as im­ 
portan t a prov ision as there was iu the 
bill. 
With bu t few ex ception s there was 
n o more meritoriou s proposition than this 
on e. 
No other civ ilized gov ern men t ou 
earth wou ld hav e so len g n eglected this 
great opportu n ity of con n ectin g the Mis­ 
sissippi Riv er an d its tribu taries with the 
great chain of n orthern lakes, ex cept the 
Gov ern men t of the Un ited States. He 
den ied that can als were growin g obsolete, 
oa the con trary , all the great gov ern men ts 
of Eu rope were ex pen din g man y million s 
of dollars in con stru ctin g an d en largin g 
can als. 
Ev ery civ ilized gov ern men t was 
u tilizin g the waterway s by con n ectin g the 
riv ers au d lakes by can al in order that 
bu lky produ cts might 
be tran sported 
more cheaply than by rail. 
He believ ed 
that it wou ld resu lt in an an n u al sav in g 
of more than the en tire cost. Mr. Cu llom 
also adv ocated the amen dmen t, an d gav e 
some ex plan ation s in an swer to qu estion s 
of Mr. Hawley as to some of the en gi­ 
n eerin g problems in v olv ed. 
Mr. Miller made a speech in su pport of 
the amen dmen t, in which he con trasted 
the cost of water an d railway tran sporta­ 
tion an d gav e statistics in that con n ec­ 
tion . There were ru mors in the air that 
this hill (if these can al projects were pu t 
in to it) wou ld su rely bo v etoed by the 
Presiden t. 
He did n ot care to specu late 
on the probabilities of an ex ecu tiv e v eto. 
Su ch bills had been v etoed before an d the 
resu lts were kn own . There was a v eto of 
a riv er an d harbor bill man y y ears ago by 
Presiden t Polk, an d Mr. Webster had 
somethin g to say of it at a pu blic din n er 
iu Philadelphia.

“Mr. Goode was deprived of confirmation 
by the joint efforts of Senator William Ma- 
hone and the attorneys of the Bell Telephone 
company, » gainst which last named com­ 
pany Mr. Goode, in his official capacity, has 
ordered a suit to bo instituted to inquire 
into tho validity of its patents. 
There has beon no more disgraceful episode

Tropical Trees and the Luscious F ruits 
Thereof—Cotton, 
Corn, 
Coffee 
and 
Nugar Cane—Honest and T ruthful Na­ 
tl v es-^-Growth of T rado—Clim ate. 


The pineapples we took on board a t Blue- 
flelds, Kscondido riv er, measured, some of 
them, twelv e, sixteen and eighteen inches 
in length und weighed eight and ten pounds, 
and they are sold at about 4:1 cent# a dozen, 
about the same a* the small West India 
fruit, one being equal to from two to four. 
The charm to the v isitor from this region is 
the wonderful forest foliage and the flowers. 
Nearly ev ery tree bears flowers or fruit. 
The largest forest trees—the ceiba tree for 
instance—grows to the high of ninety or 
IPs* feet, straight as an arrow and without 
a limb. 
At that hight from the ground it 
widens out to a v ast parasol-shaped affair, 
literally cov ered with bunches of crimson, 
beil-shuped flowers. 
< >ut of 
one of these 
trees can be made a boat which will carry 
forty or lifty men. All their boats are made 
there of one piece. 
TREKS AND THKIK FRUIT. 
1 saw a great many mahogany boats from 
thirty to fifty feet in length, forty-six feet 
beam. 
Tbs bread fruit tree grows ev ery­ 
where. 
It is an immense tree, as large as 
the largest liv ing oak in Florida, with green 
foliage. 
The bread fruit look s lik e small 
watermelons. 
It forms the principal por­ 
tion of the fool of the inhabitants, who 
usually split it open, put a piece of salt pork 
or other salt meat in it, aud bak e it, and 
then eat i t 
One tree will supply a whole 
neighborhood with fruit. 
The tree that is 
pronounced the most beautiful is the mongo 
tree. 
It grows to an immense size, from 
twenty to fifty feet in circumference, and 
from sev enty-liv e to 100 feet in height. 
It 
is an immense umbrella-shaped tree, with 
feathurly-Iik e foliage. 
Une tree will bear 
5,(» 00 mangoes. The fruit is heart or k idney­ 
shaped, aud grows to the weight of one or 
two pounds each. 
Its flav or is that of ail 
our best fruit combined—the plumb and 
grape und something of the pear. 
The 
cassara is a substitute for bread. 
The yam 
grows ev ery where. 
It grows solid and is 
v ery different from that of this country. 
It 
is more lik e a root. 
The root is fifteen or 
twenty feet long. 
They break it up in 
pieces and sell it in section« 
The cocoauut palm alouuds ev ery where. 
One tree drops a nut ev ery day in the year. 
It drops 305 a year. The banana produces a 
bunch a month ev ery month in the year. 
It is ¡» orpetual in its growth. All they hav e 
got to do to cultiv ate it is to chop the brush 
and stick in the plant, and it needs no culti­ 
v ation. 
It is the same with all their fruits. 
The sugar cane grows from twenty to 
twenty-liv e feet high. 
1 was told that by 
the officials, and it produces N^OOO to 10.0<>0 
pounds to the a cre, 
it nev er needs replac­ 
ing, but grows just lik e clov er. 
Cotton 
grows in the same way, reproducing itself, 
it becomes a jierfe:t tree aud bears a great 
amount of v ery fine fiber. 
Coffee grows

English are spok en, but the whole business 
of the place is principally done in English.

It is v ery amusing to 
hear them say good morning. 
They hav e 
a whining manner of drawing it out—Good 
m -orn-i-n-g, s-a-h. 
All their costumes are 
of the v ery thinnest and lightest materials. 
Ev en the ladies are accustomed to array 
themselv es in nativ e simplicity. Physically 
they are a v ery fine race—indeed, the finest 
race being the Indiana Homo of the women 
are superb in figure und handsome in feat­ 
ures. 
In the town the population consists 
of negroes, Indians and ev ery cross between 
these two and Hpanish aud English that 
they hav e got in from the United Htates. 
They are all mak ing money . There is not 
one there wv ho is not mak ing money. 
The 
fruit trade, which is just loginning, is des­ 
tined to become of immense importance. 
The climate is of course warm. 
They hav e 
no winter, but y ou nev er really suffer from 
the beat 
May and September are their 
worst months. 
I was down there in May, 
and all the time I wore the same clothes i 
have on now, ex cept that I wore linen un­ 
derclothes, but with that ex ception I mads 
no difference between there and her« in my 
clothing. 
The day from 10 o’clock until 4 
is usually hot aad not much work is done 
durinr those hours, but people 
do it who 


have to. 
Up to 10 o clock the temperature 
is delightful, *n<l 
4 o’clock a breeze rises 
ev ery day , 
At nights y ou alway s sleep 
under blanket« 
You never think of sleep­ 
ing without a blanket 
While I was there I 
only saw two niua juitoes, and gnats are un­ 
known. 
They have no troublesome insects, 
but some timet 
they 
have an invasion 
of flees, brought in from other regions 
the country . — Col Pa t Donan'a Letter.

ON T H E RAILROAD.

The first thing you set about is to find 
seat. 
Now it is a well recognized rule that 
it is a part or the contract of carriage to 
prov ide a proper seat for ev ery passenger, 
and if the company fails to do this there is 
a breach of the contract on its pa r t—

But observ e carefully that your procedure 
should be in order to comply with the law, 
in case no seat is furnished you. 
It has 
been held that you may decline to surren­ 
der your tick et until seated. 
“Ev erybody 
k nows that,” -^ays a reader. 
Not too fast 
It has been further held that you cannot re­ 
main on the train aud still k eep your tick et 
You cannot ride standing, you must get off 
a t the first suitable opportunity.—50 Mo. 
:u 7. 
And if you do get off because a seat is 
not furnished you, you may retain your 
tick et, and you hav e an action for breach 
of c o ntra c t—Id. 
Until the suitable opportunity to get off 
is presented, you are, ol course, entitled to 
remain aboard, and may slanu in the aide 
or ride on the platform .—{4 
S . Y. <»70. 
It is your tov ereign right, also, to go into 
the drawing-room car* in search of a » eat, 
it there are none v acant in the ordinary 
coaches.—70 N. Y. 402. 
Nor are you bound to ask the conductor 
for a seat, or to exert your own manual 
force in remov ing some piggish passenger’s 
baggage, before going into a drawing-room 
or palace car in search of a seat.—Id. 
If you should exercise your right to go 
into a drawing-room car, the conductor 
wiil lik ely demand the extra fare from you. 
You m ay justly refuse to pay it, and if 
ejected for non-payment, you may sue for 
an an assault.—Id. 
Circumstances may be such that a “hor­ 
rid” man would be allowed to go into a ladies’ 
car in search of a seat, and it has been held 
that a railway company may set apart a 
“ladies’ car,” and exclude others therefrom. 
—70 N. Y., 58 7. 
At least, if there are no seats in the ordi­ 
nary coaches, and there are v acant seats in 
the ladies’ car, the servants of the company 
may ex ercise their discretion in selecting 
persons to put there—13 Hun., (N. Y.) 70. 
Any one who takes umhrage because they 
are left, when the employ es ex ercise this 
discretion in selecting, hav e an action for 
breach of contract of carriage.—Id. 
Supposing y ou hav e got a seat at last, it 
would be well to bear in mind some further 
duties which are incumbent upon y ou. 
It 
has been said that the seat is for the passen­ 
ger to sit in and the window to admit air 
and light, and if y ou sit with y our elbow or 
arm in or out of the window, y ou do so at 
y ou peril—Vi Pa. S t 21*4. 
And y et the courts will not compel y ou 
to sit bolt upright, as though y our body was 
of cast iron, hud to keep y our elbow from 
protruding the smallest fraction of an inch 
outside the window, if there was no appa­ 
rent danger.—17 Wis. 48 7. 
But if, for instance, the train was passing 
through a switch y ard, and y ou saw switch 
or signal posts fly ing by , it would be mani­ 
festly dangerous for y ou to put y our arm or 
head out of the window, and y ou would do 
so a t y our perib—10 Barb (K Y.) 113. 
Howev er, you are not, as a m atter of 
law, compelled to remain in your seat from 
the beginning of your journey until you 
arriv e a t your destination or the destination 
of the train. 
If that were so, you m ight die 
of thirst.—L It. *2, Q- B. 1**1. 
And it is a questian to be left for a jury 
to say whether y ou are negligent if, while 
looking for a seat, y ou pass from one car to 
another, following the direction of a train­ 
man, who tells y ou there are v acant seats 
in a rear car. —37 N. Y. 28 7. 
And whether it is negligence to stand up 
in tufe aisle aud look for a seat, has l>een left 
to a jury also.—121 Mas« 420.—My ron T. 
Bly in the Pathfinder.
